Whiteball, November 20. 

Etters from Penrith, dated the 16th, bring a 
Confirmation of the Surrender of Carlifle 
the Day before, to the Rebels, and gave the 
following Account of the Occafion of it, 
viz. That for {ven Days before, neither 

the Officers nor common Men in the Garrifon had had 
fcarce an Hour’s Reft, being perpetually alarmed by the 
Rebels, and that many of them were fo fick, through 
their great Fatigue, that being out of all Hopes of a {pee- 
dy Relief, they abfolutely refufed to hold out any lon- 
ger,and Multitudes weut offevery Hour over the Walls, 
fome of which fell into the Hands-of the Rebets, till 
the Officers of many Companies wereat laft lett with not 
above three or four Men; fo that the Mayor andCor- 
poration determined tohang out the White Flag, (cho’ 
contrary to the Opinion and Protcftation of Colonel Du- 
rand) and made the beft Terms they could get for them- 
felves ; and that the Colonel was thereupon opliged to 
abandon the Cattle, not having above 70 Invalids tu de- 
fend it, and moft of them uatit for Service, and the Re- 
pels threatning, in cafe of Refufal, todeftroy the whole 
Town by Fire and Sword. 

It is added in other Letters of the 17th, That the Gar- 
rifon were permitted to go to their retpective Homes. 

Marfhal Wade marched on Saturday lait, at ten 
o’Clock in the Morning, and was to go the firlt Night 
to Ovingham, and the fecond to Hexam. 

Whiteball, Nov. 21. By Letters of the 19th from Pen- 
rith, there is an Account, that at three o’Clock in the 
Afternoon of the Day before, a Quarter-maiter belong- 


ing to the Rebels came to that Town, and demanded | 


Billets for two Squadrons, making 250 Horfe that were 
to be there that Night; and for 8000 Men more, who 
were to be there the next Day.

Whitehall, Nov. 23. It appears by Letters juft recei- 
ved from Colonel Durand, Commandant of Carlifle 
that before the Surrender of that Place to the Rebels, 
he had Time to nail upteu Pieces of Cannon,from four 
to two Pounders, that were placed upon the Ramparts; 
that he had prevailed upon goo Men, (betides the two 
Companies of Invalids) to join with him in defending 
the Caitle ; but that bc fore eight the next Morning they 
had changed their Refolution, and had all lett him toa 
Man ; {fo that upon calling a Council of War, confift- 
ingot the Officers of the Invalids, it was unanimoufly 
agreed, that with the fimail Force remain‘ng under his 
Orders, and which did not exceed 80 Men, many of 
them extremely infirm, it was not poflible to detend the 
Cajftle. 

The King has been pleafed to appoint his Royal High- 
nefs the Duke of Cumberland to take upon him the 
Command of the Army which is upon its March to- 
wards Lancafh:rc, and to add thereto two Battalions of 
his Majeity’s Foot Guards, who are fereforward this 
Day to join the ret of the ‘Froops of which that Army 
conlifts, and will be followed in a Day or two by his 
R. Highnefs.

Francfort, Nov. 14. A Piece is pubdlickly fold here, 
in Vindicat on of the Conduét of the Electors of Bran- 
denburg and Palatine at the late Election. Among o- 
ther things it is {iid in this Piece, (which was drawn up 
in the Mouth of September, but not delivered to the Di- 
rectory of Mcnez till the 19th of lait Month) that 't cou- 
cerns all the neutral States of the Empire co have the 
Rights of thof: two El. Gors re-c{tablithed on a juft and 
equitable Footing, and that Satistaction be given them 
for the Wrong done tothem on this Occalion. Some 
People are of Opinion, the two Electors will obtain jutt 
as much Redrefs as the Houfe of Auttria got in the late 
Emperor’s tine, in regard to the Vote of Bohemia; and 
that if the States of the Empire touch this String, they 
mutt at the ime t'me confels, that, by Parity of Reafon- 
ing, Bohemia has a Right to iniitt upon a very ample Sa- 
tistaction,for the Injury which the Court of Vienna afferts 
to have been done to its Prerogatives, by the entire Qui- 
efcence of its Vote during the Jate Reign. In the mean 
time we are very well convinced, by late Experience e- 
{pecially, that whatever the Lawyers Decifion may be, 
it is the Sword that can enforce the Decree. 

The Difficulties about Winter Quarters about part of 
the Imperial Army are not yet got over. The four Circles 
mentioned in our laft {till infift upon their Inability to let 
thofe Troops quarter in their Territories. General Bern- 
ciau is gone back from hence to Heidelberg, to make a 
Report to the Veldt Marfhal Count Traum of the Pains 
he has taken to find out a Temperament that might con- 
tent the Circles. In the meantime the Imperial Army 
is obliged torcmain encamped ; but fevcral Bodies of 
Croats, Warafdins, Dalmatians, Sclavonians, Saavians 
and Marofches, are gone to tke up Winter Quarters in 
theirown Countr.es., 

Berlin Nov. 16. His Mayjefty has given Orders for 
railing 9 new Regiments, and has taken fuch Precautions 
for the raiting of them, as to have them all compleat by 
the Beginning of the Year; he has likewite fettled the fe- 
veral Funds for the enfuing Campaign with his Minifters, 
fo that every Thing will be furnifhed to the Troops with 
the utmoft Regularity ; which, confidering how long the 
War has laited, and with how great an Expence it has 
been attended, cannot but be thought a little extraordina- 
ry, more efpecially when itis known, that his Majett 
makes all the Computations and Eftimates himfelt, 
which is perhaps the Reafon he is never deceived. We 
have certain Intelligence of the Meafures that have been 
concerted for depriving his Majetty this Winter of Sile- 
fia, and even of attacking him in his hereditary Domi- 
nions; but as his Majelty has an Army of near 9,000 
Men, exclutive of Garrifons, it is believed the Bear's 
Skin was ‘a little too haftily divided.

Extra® of a Letter from London. 

Yefterday the Lords went through the Land-tax' Bill, 
and reported it without Amendment. Read a fecond 
Time, and committed for Monday the Bill for continu- 
ing the Duty on Malt, Mum, &c. We hear the Com- 
mons fat Yefterday till two in the Morning in Debate 
to addrefs his Mayefty on the Motion, That he would 
begracioufly pleafed to give Direétions that the Navy 
might be {trengthned aud augmented, for the better Se- 
curity of thisCoalt ; and that it pafled in the Negative, 
81 againit 36. 

On Wednefday a great Number of theGentlemen of the 
Shire of Mid-lothian met here, in order to take proper 
Meafares for preferving the Peace of the Neighbourhood, 
and more efpecially for the Security of this Capital. 

We have the greater Reafon to be upon our Guard, 
as all our Advices from the North agree, that the High- 
landmen are aflembling in contiderable Numbers at fe- 


| veral different Places; particularly, there is faid to be a- 


bout 1000 of them ar Down, five Miles from Stirling ; 
and large Parties at Perth,Dundee, Montrofe, and Aber- 
brothock ; and Lord Lewis Gordon is affirmed to have 
1000 Men at Aberdeen; fo that it is thought, when all 
thefe are yoined, they will form no contemptible Army. 

We hear from Aberbrothock, that there was a large 
French Vcffel lying off that Place, and that fome Scots 
Gentlemen in the French Service had come a fhore, who 
reported that there }was a whole Battalion of Lord Joha 
Drummond’s Regiment on board that Ship; and that 
there were, in all, 12 large Ships fent from Dunkirk, up- 
on the Coatt. 

We hear fince, that there is another Veflel from France, 
befides that mentioned in our laft, come into Montrofe. 

Tis reported that Lord John Drummond is among 
thofe that landed at that Place. 

We hear trom Invernefs, that agreat Body of the Fra« 
fers, and a Party of the Macdonulds under the fecond 
Barifdale, are marched from thence through Urquhart 
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and Glenmorifden, and are thence to preceed by the 
Highland Roads to Down, above Stirling. 

Some Highland Drovers were apprehended near Fal- 
kick by a Party-of Dragoons, who had been diltributing 
Arins in the Weft to the Militia, but were immediately 
liberate. About 130 Dragoons were billctted in Fal- 
kirk on Wednefday Night. 

Tis reported that a Party was detached from the Gar- 
rifon of Stirling Cattle on Tuefday 21{t, to demolith the 
Bridge over the Teth near the Caftle of Down, but were 

iged to retire by the Cannon of that Fortrefs. 

‘Weleam from Hamilton that about 25 Highland Gea- 
tlemen on Horfeback pafled by that Place to the South- 
ward, and that the whole Country thereabouts rofe in 
Arms to apprehend them; but they being well armed and 
réfolute, made their Way through. 

The Commanders in the Caitle are laying up grea
